A Proofreader 
Looks Back 


Steven T. Byington’s service in 
the office of Ginn & Company has 
come to an end, He went to them 
March 13, 1902, and parted from 
them December 6, 1940. His work 
was chiefly that of a proofreader, 
but a good deal of it was that of an 
editor. His specialty was work in 
foreign languages, but inlater years 
as languages came to form a small- 
er part of the firm’s work, he 
worked on books of all sorts. He 
was often called on to help out 
the other proofreaders with prob- 
lems of every kind, and was some- 
times appealed ito even by persons 
in other departments of the firm. 


One ‘of the first books for which 
he bore main responsibility in the 
office was “Loci Critici,’” by Pro- 
fessor Saintsbury of Edinburgh. a 
collection of historically important 
statements on the principles of 
literary taste from Aristotle down, 
all translated into English so far 
as they were originally in other 
languages. The book is sti!l stand- 
ard in its field after nearly forty 
years. Nobody denies that it was 
the very worst handwriting ithat 
ever came to Ginn & Company’s 
office. Mr, Byington found evidence 
in one place that Professor Saints- 
bury, in looking over his manu- 
script after he had written it, had 
been unable ito read his own writ- 
ing and had punctuated on the 
basis of a wrong reading of what 
he had written. In the main, how- 
ever, Saintsbury had the bad habit 
of leaving his punctuation to the 
printer. 

A still more notable job was 
David Eugene Smith’s “Rara Arith- 
mietica,”’ a very finely printed de- 
scriptive list of textbooks of arith- 
metic before the year 1600, with 
title-pages and other quotations 
carefully reproduced in old-fiash- 
ioned spelling in various langua- 
ges, mostly Latin, Italian, Ger- 
man and French. 

Another, later on, was a book by 
Professor White of Harvard, an 
elaborate critical edition of ithe 
Scholla on the Aves of Aristo- 
phanes; that is. the ancient Greek 
notes on the comedy in which a 
bankrupt schemer, running away 
from his creditors, persuades the 
birds to make him their dictator by 
promising to make them the su- 
preme power in the world, and in 
which he then, having established 
his dictatorship, not only has all 
the fat birds he wants to eat but 
also, by a policy of blockade, bluff, 
and fifth-columning, grabs to him- 
self the empire of the gods. Very 
much up to date for a comedy 
twenty-four centuries old. as you 
see. In this book Professor White 
not only puts into his preface a 
sentence acknowledging Mr. By- 
ington’s help, but also, in his list 
of the scholars who have made 
suggestions as ito the correct word- 
ing of the Greek text, cites Mr. By- 
ington as the originator of some 
suggestions that may give the 
right Greek wording at puzzling 
points. (Professor Capps of Prince- 
ton does the same in his edition 
of the plays of Menander lately 
discovered in papyrus manuscripts. 
which was also proofread by Mr. 
Byington.) The review of Profes- 
sor White’s book in the “Claszical 
Weekly” says, “In accuracy, so far 
as the reviewer has been able to 
determine, this is the best printed 
book that has come under his eye 
for careful reading. The misprints 
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in all, the reviewer doubts if a 
book more creditable to the best 
American classical scholarship has 
ever appeared.” 
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ington’s design, No fault has ever 
been found with this type as de- 
signed by Mr. Byington. The 
shapes used by the German nation 
in Roman type since that date 
have come closer to the shape de- 
signed by Mr. Byington for Ginn 
& Company. 

Mr. Byington handled Carl D. 
Buck’s book on the Greek Dialects, 
perhaps the foremost American 
textbook in that field, and tthe same 
author’s book on the Oscan and 
Umbrian languages, two of the for- 
gotten languages of Italy kindred 
to the Latin. Oscan was the lan- 
guage of the Samnites, Rome’s 
most formidable rivals in Italy, 
and continued to be used among 
the common people of Pompeii un- 
til Pompeii was destroyed by the 
voleano. On this book Mr. By- 
ington acquired a tolerable work- 
ing knowledge of Oscan and Um- 
brian, but he has not ‘had occasion 
to keep it up. 

Editor’s Note: Steven T. By- 
ington, well known in Ballardvale 
and in Andover, will spend his 
leisure time on his own translation 
of the Bible which ‘he hopes to fin- 
ish soon. He has resided for many 
years with his sister, Miss Martha 
Byington, on High street, Ballard- 
vale, and is a familiar distinguished 
figure at the Vale Congregational 
church where he is a Sunday 
school teacher.

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We're in for three months of bad 
driving—without wishing to be 
morbid, we could truthfully say 
that by April some of us may not 
re ‘ore, or come of us May be seri- 
ously injured im accidents caused 
py bad weather conditions. 

But they can’t all be caused by 
bad weather. Stopping distances on 
ice without tire chains or sand are 
irom five to ten times longer than 
on dry pavement, and that means 
you'd better cut down your speed, 
and look to your equipment. 

The National Safety Council has 
made an intensive study of winter 
driving, and Chief Dane tas er 
dorsed the following recommenda- 
tions. You'll be glad you followed 
his advice. 

1. Check bnakes. Unequalized 
prakes start skids. Keep tire 
chains, defrosters, lights, wind- 
shield wipers, and other vital win- 
ter equipment in good condition 
and use when needed. 

2. Speeds on ice should not be 
excessive even when gand or tire 
chains are used. ‘Chains provide a 
needed safety factor on snow and 
ice, and are as important for trac- 
tion as a windshield wiper is for 
vision. 

3 Lowering tire pressure is not 
recommended. This common prac- 
tice does not inerease traction 
enough, and any slight gain is more 
than offset by decreased resistance 
to side skids, It also damages tires. 
Non-skid tread tires are very help- 
ful on dry and wet pavements and 
to a limited degree on soft fresh 
snow. On ice or packed snow, how- 
ever, good treads give no more anti- 
skid protection than smooth tires. 

4, The use of tire chains is the 
most practical means of selfdhelp 
for increasing traction on snowy 
and icy roads. ‘(On rear wheels alone 
they provide necessary forward 
traction and decrease braking dis- 
tances by 40 per cent. Chains on 
all four wheels further decrease 
braking distance 30 per cent as 
compared with chains on rear 
wheels only. 

5. Actual braking distances on 
snow and ice vary. Average dis- 
tances at 20 m.p.h.: Dry pavement 
21 ft., Wet pavement 26 ft.; Packed 
snow: good tires 69 ft., chains rear 
wheels 40 ft., chains all wheels 28 
ft.; Glare ice: good tires 168 ft., 
chains rear wheels 88 ft., chains all 
wheels 68 ft. It is well to remember 
that stopping distances are 22 feet 
more than all of the above braking 
distance figures because it takes 
the average motorist three-quarters 
of a second to react and apply the 
Drakes after seeing a reason to 
stop, At 20 m.-p.h. itravel is 29 ft. 
per second or 22 ft. in ‘three- 
quarters of a second. 

6. Maintain clear vision through 
windshield and windows, and be 
sure your lights are adequate. You 
musit see a hazard to avoid it, In 
older cars fresh air should be cir- 
culated \by opening the cowl venti- 
lator slightly rather than side win- 
dows which tend to suck exhaust 


4 gases through the floor boards. 


7. On wet and even dry pave- 
ment, always anticipate ice on 
bridges, in shaded spots, around 
curves and over hills, and when 
thawing temperatures are dropping. 

8. Start on ice by releasing the 
clutch slowly, with engine idling 
and the car in second gear, and ac- 
celerate cautiously to avoid spin- 
ning the rear wheels, Without 
chains on an icy road, it is unsafe 


' to overtake and pass: vehicles in 


urban areas and hazardous in rural 
areas unless the noad ahead is 
clear for at least a half mile. 

9. “Pump” the brakes in stopping 
on snow or ice to keep the wheels 
rolling and maintain better direc- 
tional control. Slow down in gear to 
about 10 miles an hour, then re- 
lease the clutch for the final stop. 

0. Keep a steady foot on the ac. 
celerator to avoid spinning the 
rear wheels. If a skid starts, turn 
the front wheels in the same di- 
re’tion the rear is skidding—if ps. 
sible. 

11. When streets are slippery try 
out the ‘brakes occasionally: to get 
the feel of the road. Keep speed 
down and car in gear. Avoid any 
situation requiring quick stops and 
sudden changes in direction.

ONCE UPON A TIME it was a 
customary sight to see knotted 
ropes dangling from hotel windows 
and the Elm House windows were 
no exception... FIFTY YEARS AGO 
a law was passed requiring hotels 
to have placed in each lodging 
room above the first floor a knot- 
ter rope or a batter app-iance for 
the purpose of using it as a fire es- 
cape... The law was strictly en- 
forced sO Proprietor Spinney fur- 
nished all his rooms: with the neces- 
sary equipment. ..No gooner said 
than done...Hast Chestnut street 
was put in condition and set aside 
for a racing course as had been 
previously suggested in the Towns- 
man when it became evident that 
horse racing on the main streets 
would cause too many accidents. . 
But accidents did occur in those 
days—even with the many precau- 
tions that the town took to avoid 
them...S. M. Jones, the milk 
dealer, was badly cut about the 
face when his horse started to step 
on it (not the gas).. .He was about 
to check the horse and in so doing 
fell on the ice directly under the 
horse’s feet. . \He was not seriously 
hurt, fortunately, and was soon 
able to be around.. Another acci- 
dent occurred opposite John Kydd’s 
house when a too heavily loaded 
grocery pung belonging to a Law- 
rence store collapsed under the 
weight, and the goods ‘were spilled 
about on the snow... 

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO the 
town scandal was the fact that 
three local storekeepers had been 
ordered to appear before Judge 
Stone to answer charges that they 
were maintaining gambling devices 
on their premises...Burns Anni- 
versary concerts were quite the 
thing in those days, and many 
townspeople were looking forward 
to the one to be held in the town 
hall... At that time a bureau to aid 
the students of Phillips Academy 
who were partly+or wholly depen- 
dent on their own efforts, was 
opened in order to centralize the 
services of aid under one head... 
By cooperating with the citizens 
and business men of Andover who 
needed or could use students for 
various punposes, it was hoped that 
the Bureau would give the students 
a larger field for work and would 
give the townspeople an opportu- 
nity to hire part time help at rea- 
sonable rates... 

It was at that time that Law- 
rence made a proposal to take over 
territory from Andover, North An- 
dover and Methuen in order to al- 
low for the city’s expansion. . . With 
the agreement of the three towns, 
Lawirence would then be increased 
in area to almost twice its size. . (It 
offered to take about three and a 
half square miles of Andover)...

lumbus bowling alleys...Rev. Mr. 
Chureh, then pastor of the Free 


church, performed the marriage

_Andover's traffic booth, the vic- 
tim of numerous accidents, had a 
bad day ten years ago Tuesday 
when it was twice moved from its 
foundation, once when it was oc- 
cupied by Officer Leonard Saun- 
ders and once when it was occu- 
pied by Officer George Dane.. . The 
battered booth was returned to its 
moorings where it still stands and 
where it still is a victim of fre-
